Branch Office Of District 
Ration Board To Open 
In Sierra Madre 
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Lo«il Members of Various 
Panels To Have Headquar- 
tei-s In City Hall 


Sierra Madre is to have a 
branch office of the district Price 
and Rationing Board, eliminating 
the necessary of residents here 
going to Mpnrovia. Arthur O. 
Pritchaixi will be in charge and 
the headquarters will be in the 
council chamber of the city hall 
where office hours will be ob¬ 
served daily from 2 until 5 o’clock 
Monday through Friday. 

Sierra Madre members of the 
various rationing panels will 
make their headquarters here, is¬ 
suing all types or forms and inr 
formation and receiving applica¬ 
tions. It is announced however, 
that all applications and forms 
must be passed upon by the dis¬ 
trict board at headquarters in S. 
Myrtle ave., Monrovia. When 
action is taken there, local appli¬ 
cations will be returned here. 

Aside from the seemingly use¬ 
less waste of gas and tires local 
residents have been greatly in¬ 
convenienced by the necessity of 
going to Monrovia to bring their 
problems before the board. It 
has been pkirticularly annoying 
for persons who do not own auto¬ 
mobiles. When the new ration 
books are issued the inconveni¬ 
ence would have been greater. Dr. 
Prltchtrd and other Sierra Madre 
members of the various panels 
have been urging that steps be 
taken to avoid this inconvenience 
and the local headquarters will be 
well established before the new 
ration registration is taken and 
books Issued. The new books will 
be issued here. 

Beginning Monday, February 1, 
all evening hours will be abol¬ 
ished at the Ration Board Head¬ 
quarters at 129 SouUi MyrUe 
ave., in Monrovia. The office 
lieadquarters will be open daily 
Monday through Friday from 
8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. and on Satur¬ 
day from 8:30 a m. to 12 noon. 


25,000 Block 
Leaders Are 
Enrolling’ 

Now Figiires In Defense 
Have Many Important 
Duties To Perform 


Enlistment of over 25,000 Block 
Leaders for the Citizens Service 
Corps of the County Defense 
Council is now under way, ac¬ 
cording to Heman Stark, execu¬ 
tive of the service corps. 

The number of Block Leaders 
will approximate the number of 
air raid wardens, forming a team 
of workers which will adequately 
cover all phases of civilian de¬ 
fense. 

"The Block Leader is a rela¬ 
tively new figure in civilian de- 
;ense,’’ explained Stark. "They 
will head up wuat we like to call 
the 'offensive arm’ of civilian 
defense. The air raid warden, 
auxiliary police, firemen and 
emergency medical personnel are 
organized for defense. When you 
save a pound of grease, save tires 
and rubber, buy bonds and 
stamps, raise a victory garden to 
save vital food for our soldiers 
you are taking a direct slap at 
the Axis. It is to organize this 
type of effort that the Block 
Leader is being trained.’’ 

Block Leaders will be selected 
for every block and neighbor¬ 
hood of the county, given a 
course of training and sowrn into 
office at mass graduation cere¬ 
monies.

Receipts Of Sierra 
Madre Postoffice 
Jump 15 Per Cent 

Receipts of the Sierra Madre 
postoffice during the 1942 calen¬ 
dar year showed a gain of 15 per 
cent over the previous year. Post¬ 
master R. O. Caukin announced 
this week. They totaled $24,- 
132.60, Curing the fi.scal year 1941 
they were $20,616.99; in 1940 
they were $21,616.17. There was 
an increase of a trifle more than 
70 per cent in business of the 
office in the years from 1929 to 
1942 inclusive. Receipts for De¬ 
cember 1942 were 15 per cent 
above those of the same month 
in the previous year, the r)ffice 
handling by far the largest vol¬ 
ume of Christmas mail in the 
city’s history.

Drains Clogged and Streets 
Flooded But Little Prop¬ 
erty Daniiige Results 

More than 19 inches of rain 
fell within 36 hours at Sierra 
Madre’s northern boundary dur¬ 
ing the peak of last week's 
storm,, yet the city came through 
without other than minor prop¬ 
erty damage. 

The torrential rain of Friday 
night left drains and culverts 
clogged, more than 2,000 yards 
of silt and debris along the prin¬ 
cipal thoroughfares that the street 
department estimates it will re¬ 
quire more than two weeks to 
clear away. 

A huge stream of water that 
roarcxl out of Bailey canyon 
threatened property in the north¬ 
ern part o fthe city, gathered mo¬ 
mentum on its way and left its 
mark as far south as Duarte road 
in Arcadia, dumping barriers of 
silt that blocked traiiic on Foot¬ 
hill blvd., the Santa Fe railroad 
right of way, Huntington dr. 
at its intersection with Colorado 
St., and Duarte road, incidentally

Men In The Army 
And Navy Need Tons 
Of Reading Material

A bulletin issued by the Office 
of War Information this week 
emphasizes the fact that “the 
best educated Army in American 
history” wants more books to 
read, and calls upon Southland 
citizens to come to the rescue 
by digging into their bookshelves 
and "ponying up” contributions. 

"Not,” the bulletin says, "in 
the form of volumes on etiquette, 
nor tones such as the Census Re¬ 
port of 1890, but live, up-to-the- 
minute books such as hard-hit¬ 
ting intelligent American soldier 
would want to read.” 

Southland librarians, who last 
year rounded up thousands or 
books for a drive which national¬ 
ly yielded more than 11,000.000 
volumes, today were preparing to 
supply a hugely augmented 1943 
Army and Navy with literally 
tons of reading material. Added 
to their list of war-time "pat¬ 
rons” this year are many thous¬ 
ands of book-hungry seamen of 
the merchant marine, as well as 
women of the WAACS and 
WAVES. 

Behind the National campaign 
to round up books for the armed 
forces are the American Library 
Association. Red Cross, U.S.O., 
and the Office of Civilian De- 
fen.se.All Southland libraries--- 
municipal, county and school— 
will accept the books and process 
them for shipment. The STERRA 
MA'DRE NEWS will accept books 
to be turned over to the Sierra 
Madre Public Library.

The President's hundred-billion 
dollar budget, the biggest in all 
history, is an item to claim the 
serious attention not only of the 
financial giants and fiscal experts 
who understood such ponderous 
figures — but of every man, 
woman or child making a mini¬ 
mum salary of twelve dollars a 
week. 

They are the donors who must 
contribute to that budget. 

Despite the international holo¬ 
caust that dictates such onerous 
requirements, the new wartime 
obligations laid so heavily on un¬ 
accustomed shoulders may be a 
salutary thing, morally, for the 
nation. 

Looking down the backtrail 
toward the last World war, the 
mileposts show 60 per cent of the 
years were boom years of crazy, 
lax, extravagant living—and 40 
per cent were years of deep-dyed 
depression, of public bounty and 
government dole for millions. 

The difficeulty in measuring up 
to the world’s biggest budget call 
lies less in the material fact that 
most i>eople just haven't got the 
money in the bank, than in the 
moral circumstances that they 
have clean forgotten how to save. 

For too many years, the econ¬ 
omy of the nation has been 
rooted in the spending theory, 
nurtured on profligate waste on 
the one hand and growing per¬ 
sonal dependence on the other. 
But suddenly the time has struck 
to unlearn those lessons and to 
turn again to the simple, solid, 
“old fashioned” virtues of thrift, 
diligence and self reliance. Of 
course, the sheer shock of being 
pitched, unprepared .into a fight 
for national survival may help 
some. 

The first time those “old fash¬ 
ioned” virtues were called Into 
play in this land was during a 
struggle, too, for national sur¬ 
vival. They worked, and the gov¬ 
ernment of the world’s ranking 
republic grew to greatness with 
those simple principles as its cor- 
nerstonee. Obviously, a govern¬ 
ment of, by and for the people 
couldn’t survive without them. 

The impact of the weightiest 
tax program of all time, hitting 
big and little earners with a wal¬ 
lop that makes them blink, may 
bring a re.surgence af interest - 
in individual personal interest -in 
American government ,and an ap¬ 
preciation of its virtues. It may 
per.suade men, for their own wel¬ 
fare, to scrutinize the actions of 
government much more carefully 
than in the past. 

The best things of life may be 
free- but human nature is much 
more sensitive to the things that 
cost the most. Which is neither 
poetic nor philo.sophical, but may 
be ju.st as well, considering that 
the intelligent interest of every 
citizen in his government is the 
most vital neetl today in retain¬ 
ing that government.

Her Poor Man’s Cake 
Recipe Wins Prize 

I 

Her recipe for what she calls 
"Poor Man’s Cake’’ has brought 
a $25 prize to Mrs. Matina Peake 
of 2759 Sanborn ave., Lia Cres¬ 
cents, in a national contest. 

This is the recipe: 1*2 cups 
mixed fruit, % pound raisins. 
% pound currants, 1 cup sugar, 
1 cup broken walnut or other nut 
meats, 1 cup sugar, 2 teaspoons 
butter, 1 cup old fashioned un- 
sulphured molasses, 1 teaspoon 
cinnamon, 1 teaspoon cloves, dash 
nutmeg, *i cup boiling w.iter. 

Mix well and bring to a boil. 
Allow to cool slowly; preferably 
overnight. 

Then l *-4 cups water, 3 cups 
all-purpose flour, 1 teaspoon soda 
(dissolved in water). Sift flour 
and add along with the second 
jKirtion of water in which the 
seda is dissolved, to the cooked, 
cooled fruit. Mix until smooth 
and bake at about 300 degrees - 
45 minutes. 

Will make two loaf cakes. The 
secret is bake slowly and remove 
from oven when still soft. Try 
with toothpicks to determine 
when done.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE

ANY AUTOMOBILE, MOTOR 
TRUCK, OR VEHICLE IN OR 
UPON PORTIONS OF CERTAIN 
PUBLIC STREETS AND HIGH¬ 
WAYS IN SAID CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE. EXCEPT AS 
HEREIN SPECIFIED. 

THE CITY COUNCTL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DO 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: Th.at Ordinance No. 
349 of the City of .Sierra Madre, 
entitled; “An Ordinance of the 
City of Sierra Madre amending 
Ordinance No. 343 regulating 
traffic on public streets,” adopted 
December 9, 1931, be and the 

same is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2: That P.rragraph 
5 of Section 22 of Ordinance No. 
343 of the City of Sierra Madre, 
entitled: "An Ordinance of the 
City of Sierra Madre regulating 
traffic upon the public streets 
and repealing all Ordinances in- 
con.sistent herewith,” adopted 
March 2.5, 1931, be and the same 
is hereby repealed.
